The exhaustive report of the Commiliee on

| Academic Freedom and Academie Tenure, which
| has gone Into its subject with care and thor-
| cughness for the American Assoclation of Uni-

| ance by the lay trustees or financial sponsors of

our eolleges snd universitios, The commities,
however, makes (t piain that asademic freedom
dnes not mean academle ‘censs, nor that indl
vidua! teachers should be fres from all restraint
ax Lo thelr speech and conduet sither within or
without the university. “'‘There may, undoubt-
adly, arise occasional cases,'” It says, “‘in which

| the aberrations of Individunls may require to be

| checked by definite disciplinary action.”

But
it insists “such action emnnot with safely be
taken by bodies not composed of members of
the seademic profession.””

It we understand the report correetly, there
is no dissgnt from the proposition that eertain
standards must be upheld for university and
college teachers, but that the responsibllity for
upholding them belongs primarily on the teach-
ers themsalves, This is very wall so far as it
goes, and applies equally to other professions,
There must be standards of conduet and practice
for lawyers, for doctors, for engineers, for archi-
tecta, for specialists and experts of all kinds,
but they themselves pught to see to thelr en-
forcoment by sell-discipline. Unfortunately,
they do not always do this, it being common
knowledge that shyster lawyers, quack doctors,
fake engineers and Incompetent arohitects, s
weoll as false teachers, are countenanced and
allowsd to go their way withoul interferencs of
their professional msesocistes, despite the dis-
eredit they bring upon thelr calling. Bometimes
the members of a profession do nol agres upon
what the standard should be, but more ususlly
their inaction is merely the result of Inertia and
& desire to avold unpleasantness. Repulable
members of all professions should understand
that just so far aa they prescribe high standards
and maintain them will the profession be ac-
corded a standing in the popular mind, and just
80 far will it command the recognition that s
dus from the public.

ABTE for and appreciation of art is semathing thal
has to be cultivated, and the omly way to produce
art<slovers la o pive poople plapty of oppo-
tunities to pees and study real worke of art. Few
realige what has beon accomplished In developing the
artistic taste right here in Omaha by such art ex-
hibitlons as thoss that are promotad by the Soclety of
Fine Arts, which pursuss its object with persistency
and with comparativaly littls astentation. To deveiop an
Art center takesa thne and must have someiling to
bulld em and, fortunately for Omaba, the beginpings
of our art euiture were Iald Tong ago.

The first art exhitition s Omaha that 1 remember
was what wes called ““The Art Loan,” conductad aa
& banefit for some church or charity, and hald in the
old Ohristian church, & btick structure with large as-
sembly room, located on Seventsenth strost hetwen
Dodge and Capitel avenus. All the homes of Omaha’s
besat families were ransacked for art trensures, which
were borrowsd and nssembled and sproad out to an ad-
miring publie. It was in truth an sye-opesfr eVen to
our own people to diseover, by this partinl inventery,
how many art pofsessions we had accumulated with-
out realising it. Tha paintings and nther pletures wers
rather hetoroganeous, and I have no doubt the hang-
Ing commities had its troubles, such a8 are ope
counterad by all hanging committeen, only many feld
increased by the necemsity of considering ths feelings
snd social prestige of the owners of the horrowsd
articles an well an thelr Intrinsio merit. The exhibition
however, was nol sonfined to plgtures, but included
bricss-brac, bronse, ohina, antiquss, and helrlsoma of
varfous kinds. My recollection leaves me uncertaln
whether or not a department was laft for patch-work
quilts and fancy needlework, but nothing that aspired
to ba known as art waa intentionally neglected, One
